WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—The 
trusts asserted their control of the Repub- 
ican -policf in the tariff bill to-day, but 
only after a sharp fight in which the Dem- 
ocrats made the major party go on record. 

Soon after the debate under the five-min- 
ute rule opened this morning Mr. Dockery 
offered an amendment to sec. 1 a paragraph 
providing that all importations of commo- 
dities or products controlled in this country 
by a trust should come in free of duty un- 
til proof that the trust had ceased to ex- 
ist had been made to@he Secretary of the 
Treasury. For three hours a red hot de- 
bate was waged. | 

The Republicans, smarting under the fact 
that they would be forced to show how they 
were under the thumb of the trusts, made 
the debate bitter and personal. The Demo- 
cratic leaders—Bland, Ba'‘ley, Dockery and 
McMillin—held them strictly to the issue of 
protection to trusts or legislation against 
them, and on that line contigued the de- 
bate until the record was clearly estab- 
lished. 
elhey allowed the debate to terminate 
with a partisan decision from Chairman 
Sherman that the amendment was not in 
order. 

It was a victory for the Democrats in 
proving to the country that the Dingley bill 
schedules are dictated by the protected cor- 
porations and !t was likewise a victory for 
the trusts in holding their men in line un- 
der the hottest fire of the present tariff 
debate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—The 
real consideration of the tariff bill began 
this morning at 10 o'clock when the bill 
was thrown open for umendment under the 
five-minute rule. The leaders’ on both sides 
were in their places, but there were hardly 
more than seventy members on the floor. 

Mr. Lanham (Dem.), of Texas, as soon as 
the.enacting clause of the bill was read, 
moved to strike it out. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep.), of Néw York, who 
was in the chair, ruled that the motion was 
out of order. 

Mr. Dockery {(Dem.) of. Missouri offered 
the first amendment. It» was to the en- 
acting clause, ang was_in .the nature of a 
proviso, that whenever it was shown to 
the satisfaction of the President that there 
was a trust or combination ‘to control the 
price of any article on the dutiable list, the 
duty -on such articles should be suspende.. 

Mr. Dingley made the point of order that 
the amendment in effect was to the free 
list, and as the House was now considering 
the dutiable list it was not in order. 

“IT have great respect for the Parliament- 
ary knowledge of the gentietnan from 
Maine,” said Mr. Deokery, “but. as it is

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BROAD EFFECT OF THE TRANS. 
MISSOURI DECISION. 


AFFECTS THE COAL CARRIERS. 


Covers the Electric Combination and 
Senator Edmunds Says It Kills 
Trade Unions. 


NEW YORK, March 2.—The far-reaching 
effect of the United States Supreme Court’s 
decision in the Trans-Missouri Freight As- 
sociation is beginning to dawn upon per- 
sons interested in pools and combinations 
of various sorts. The view grows general 
that the Supreme Court has struck a: vital 
blow at every form of trust and combina- 
tion under the terms of the Sherman antl- 
trust law, which is sustained by the decis- 
fon. They say the combination among the 
anthracite coal producing and carrying 
companies, commonly called the coal trust, 
is illegal. It is claimed that freights on hard 
coal are the highest on any commodity in 
the country. This toll ds fixed by the com- 
bination. 

Another big combine, which, it is claimed, 
runs counter to this decision of the Su- 


reme Court, is the pooling arrangement 
etween the General Electric and the West- 
inghouse electric companies. 

rederick W. Whiteridge, counsel for the 
Reorganization Committee of the Reading 
Railroad, speaking of the Supreme Court 
decision, said: 

“If it is a penal offense under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law for railroads to pool 
traffic, how about the labor organizations— 
the Knights of Labor, the American Rail- 
road Union, the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Firemen, and the other 
railroad labor organizations?’ 

That trade unions may be driven out of 
existence by the decision is the opinion 
gB:ven by ex-Senator Edmunds, who drew 
the Sherman anti-trust law. He says the 
law was intended to prevent contracts ‘“‘to 
affect the freedom of trade’ and no ex- 
ceptions were provided. A union or any 
other organization which limits the num- 
ber of apprentices or number of employes, 
or in any way attempts to affect the free- 
dom of trade, come under the law just as 
railway pools. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 26.—Second Vice- 
President J . Brookes, of the Pennsyl- 
vania lines west of Pittsburg, does not 
agree with Chairman W. R. Morrison, of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, who 
says the decision in the Trans-Missour! case 
apples as well to the Joint Traffic and to 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
clations. 

Mr. Brookes said: ‘“‘This is an erroneous 
impression that the Traffic Association is 
framed on the same basis as the defunct 
Trans-Missouri Freight Assocation, against 
the legality of which Justice Peckham’s 
decision was made. I had considerable to do 
with the framing of the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation, and am thoroughly acquainted with 
its formation. The association was formed 
to co-operate with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, not to be antagonistic to it, 
and [I am thoroughly satisfied as to its 
legalty.’’ 


NE WYORK, March 26.—District Attor- 
ney MacFarlane said to-day that the appeal 
directed by Attorney-General McKenna 
from the decision of the New York Circuit 
Court of Appeals-in the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation would be made at once.

HER SISTER WANTS A SHARE OF 
HER FORTUNE. 


SHE LED A DOUBLE LIFE. 


Mrs. Gouldy Became Hysterical When 
She Learned of Her Sister’s 
Mode of Life. 


The will of the notorious Ada Huntley, 
who ded March 12, is to be contested in 
the courts. 

Suit was filed Friday in the Circuit Court 
by Attorney Alphonse Lefkow in behalf of 
her sister, Mrs. Jennie Gouldy, against 
James J. Butler, executor, and Nellie 
Misher and Lewis Craft, beneficiaries un- 
der the will. 

The arrival of Mrs. Gouldy in St. Louis 
and her suit to break the will reveals 


some curious phases of the dead courte- 
san’s life. 

To St. Loulsans the Huntley woman was 
known as a notorious dive-keeper, different 
from her class only in that she was a cut 
above them in education and the advantages 
of early training and surroundings, notori- 
ously good-hearted but still so utterly de- 

raved that the police had often to drive 

er from the city. 

To relatives and a large circle of acquaint- 
ances in the East, she was Mrs. Edward 
Redpath, a respectable woman, the mother 
of a beautiful child, whom she was rearing 
with all the attention that money could 


buy. 

The Huntley woman's name was Adelaide 
Goulding. She came of a aristocratic 
French family of Philadelphia. At 16 she 
married, and one year later was a widow. 
She was an accomplished musician and had 
a magnificent voice. Much against the 
wishes of her family she went on the stage. 

In that life she picked up with an actor, 
\Joe Huntley. They lived together for a 
time until one day they had a terrible row 
at Pittsburg. In jealous rage he shot her 
in the back and she stabbed him in the 
back. When she recovered she came to 
St. Louis; that was in 1877. She entered 
a resort, but soon blossomed out as a land- 
landy. She made money hand over fist, and 
was soon the richest woman of her class in 
the city. 

One day while she was out driving In her 
Victoria she saw a drunken woman sprawl- 
ing in the gutter with a lovely little child 
in her arms. She stopped the carriage, 
got out and picked the baby up. She gave 
the mother money, said she would take care 
of the child, and asked the mother to call 
on her when she sobered up. 

The woman called and resigned all claim 
to her child in favor of the courtesan. The 
little one’s name was Marie. 

Meanwhile the Huntley woman had _be- 
came the favorite of Ed Redpath, a gam- 
bler, known the country over. She went by 
his name. When the little waif grew up she 
Was sent as a boarder at the Convent of the 
Sisters of Mercy at Florrisant. She was en- 
tered as Marie Redpath. 

When vacation time came around the 
Huntlew woman would discard her big dia- 
monds and the other trappings of her sinful 
life and take the little one East for a visit 
to her relatives. 

The girl grew up to young womanhood 
without a breath of suspicion entering her 
mind about her supposed mother. When she 
was 16 years” old Walter McIntyre, Miss 
Huntley's attorney, told her the woman was 
not her mother and informed her of her 
social position. The girl at once took steps 
to sever the legal relation that existed be- 
tween them. 

The matter gained publicity and took a 
strange phase. It seems that Marie's 
mother, a confirmed drunkard had previ- 
ously given her to Mr. and Mrs. George Dill 
of East St. Louis. They allowed the mother 
to visit her. One day she called to see her, 
took her out for aweek, got drunk wand- 
ered across the bridge to St. Louls and was 
wallowing in the gutter when the Huntley 
woman found her. , 

The Dills put tn a @aim for the girl, who 
was known to them as Daisy Dill, and,the 
courts awarded her to them. Miss Huntley 
made a strong fight, claiming she had spent 
$15.000 on her and intended when her edu- 
cation was completed to turn her over to 
her relatives in the East. 

When the girl was taken from her she 
lost her last hold on decency. | She drank 
heavily and neglected to make her usual 
yearly v'sit to her relatives. 

Three months ago her dissipated life began 
to tell on her She ftl she was going to die. 
She closed up her dive and went to board 
with a respectable family, near wenty-sec- 
ond and Pine streets. Her faithful colored 
servant, Nellie Misher went with her. 
She died a penitent death, with the conso-. 
lation of religious ministration. 

Her will was filed March 15 by her attor- 
ney, William Fitzgerald. She bequeathed 
her diamonds to Louisa Kraft of New oYrk., 
her library to her attorney, $100 to Rachel 
Smither, $500 to Marie Dill, who would have 
been her sole heir had she not been taken 
from her. The rest of her estate was left 
to Nellie Mischer. 

James J. Butler was made executor and 
Thursday he filed an inventory valuing the 
estate at $10,000. 

Attorney Lefkow claims.the estate Is 
worth all of 000. 

In the puetition filed Friday to break the 
will Mrs. Sinedv alleged that the will was 
made under undue influence and not with 
the intent of the testator. 

Mrs. Gouldy,. who arrived here from At- 
lantic City Thursday, was in total ignor- 
ance of her sister’s move of life. When 
Attorney Lefkow told her how her sister 
had lived and made her money she be.- 
came hysterical and is now completely 
prostrated. She is Miss Huntley's only 
surviving relative.

BEEN ELIMINATED. 


LEFT TO SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


View Taken That the Old Law Was 
in the Interest of the Bunt- 
ing Trust. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
. SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 26.—At last 
the Committee on Education of the House 
has decided to give the people of Illino:s 
a sensible flag law. The bill as ordered 
to be reported yesterday with favorable 
recommendation eliminates the disagreeable 
features of the present law. The present 
statute was put through last session under 
a misapprehension of patriotism. It was 
plainly a creation of the bunting trust, but 
love of the flag and a false and vain idea 
of what constitutes patriotic zeal blinded the 
members of the Assembly to the fact that 
one of the most potent of all the trusts was 
behind it. Every school-house in the State 
for two years has been decorated by what 
was originally the stars and stripes, but 
which from age soon became limp and 
whipped out rags that signified nothing, 
and instead of stimulating patr.otism among 
the pupils of the schools made the flag com- 
mon if not ridiculous. . 
These facts were brought out at a meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Education 
yesterday. There had been a sub-committee 
appointed, and the Democratic port.on of 
it recommended the passage of a bill repeal- 
ing the present law. In support of this 
report Barricklow said that it was impos- 
sible to legislate patriotism, that it grew 
out of love for good government, and could 
not be inject hypoderm.cally. The Re- 
ublicans decided, however, to order out a 
ili compelling the custodians of ,court 
houses and State institutions to splay 
fiage on State and national holidays. The 
schools are let severely alone, the question 
of fiy.ng the flag being left to the judgment 
of the directors, but when it is not unfurled 
to the breeze it shall be displayed in the 
school room.

THE UNTIMELY TURE. 


Great Britain has withdrawn from the 
blockade of the Cretan ports. 

This action is the result of the latest 
Armenian massacre and pillage, which, 
wholly unprovoked, practically desolated 
a city and sacrificed more than one hun- 
dred innocent lives. 

In the face of the storm which this 
atrocity has aroused the Salisbury Min- 
istry has been compelled to recede from 
its position of coercion of the Greeks. 
It is making a virtue of necessity. 

But the Salisbury Ministry is left in a 
worse position, from a moral point of 
view, than it was in before. There have 
been a score of such outrages in Arme- 
nia within the past eighteen months, 
and though the Salisbury Ministry was 
not only under moral obligation but also 
under treaty obligations to protect the 
helpless Armenians it shirked its duty in 
order to preserve the “balance of power” 
and maintain the “European concert.” 

It is impossible to avoid the conviction 
that the present disappointment of the 
Salisbury Ministry is not in the fact that 
there has been another slaughter of the 
Armenians, but that the Sultan should 
not have postponed it until after the 
complications growing out of the Cretan 
Question had been adjusted. Of course 
the Ministry has realized that massacre, 
having been toierated and tn fact tacitly 
&pproved, it might be expected to con- 
tinue. But it is most provoking, from 
the Salisbury puint of view, that @ re- 
newal of it s»ouid so closely follow Mr. 
Gladstone's ringing manifesto, and come 
at a time when Lord Salisbury is strug- 
gling to aid the Turk against the Greek 
and against the outraged public opinion 
of BDngland. Three weeks more would 
probably have seen the Cretan quéstion 
out of the way. Then the Turk might 
have resumed a free hand in Armenia 
‘without any embarrassment to his 
Christian allies, 

There is a time for all things, thinks 
Balisbury, but this is certainly not the 
Ume for another Armenian massacre. 


PLENTY FOR ALL. 


The figures showing the total wealth 
~—land, . produce, etce.—of the United 
States, taken from the last census, and 
to be found In the Post-Dispatch A)- 
manac and elsewhere, prove that while 
this country is rich enough to support al! 
iis inhabitants, some of these inhabitants 
cannot take a great deal more than their 
share of the country’s wealth without 
reducing others to starvation. 

In round numbers, there are 12,000,000 
families in the United States. That is 
to say, if the entire population were di- 
vided up igto groups of five, that number 
being recognized as the average family 
group, there would be 12,000,000 families 
in all. 

Taking this population grouping as the 
basis of calculation, it will be found that 
each family’s share of the land and chief 
annual products of the country would 
be as follows: 

Land, 192 acres; grain (wheat, corn, 
oats, bariey, rye and buckwheat), 296 
bushels; potatoes, Including sweet pota- 
tous, 50 bushels; hay, 4 tonk; tohaceo, 40 
pounds. And among the 12,000,000 fami- 
lies could be distributed 36,000,000 oxen

and 2,000,000 mules. 

This would not be vast affluence. but 
it would be plenty for all. The figures 
prove beyond a doubt that poverty is 
only a result of abnormal conditions and 
not a necessity im by a flack of 
nature's gifts. 

Of course these figures are not quoted 
in support of the silly idea that an equal 
division of wealth is what is demanded, 
Such an idea is not entertained by any 
reasonable person. But the figures can 
properly be brought forward as an argu- 
ment why monopolists should stop roh- 
bing the masses. The figures prove con- 
clusively that wholesale robbery must re- 
sult in wholesale want. ‘

“OF GREAT PITH AND MOMENT.” 


The more closely the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
Transmissouri Freight Association case 
is examined, the more important and 
far-reaching it is found to be. It not only 
determines the particular case, but 
broadly interprets the anti-trust law and 
answers with crushing force the argu- 
ments that have been brought forward 
in defense of Trusts and similar combi- 
nations. 

The two arguments that have been re- 
lied upon by the advocates, defenders and 
beneficiaries of Trusts are: (1) That the 
agreement which constitutes the basis 
of a Trust is not objectionable, provided 
it is reasonable in itself; and (2) That 
Trusts and similar combinations are ad- 
vantageous to the people because they 
lower prices. No other arguments worth 
a moment’s consideration have ever been 
offered in defense of such combinations 
in restraint of trade, and both these ar- 
guments the Supreme Court takes up and 
smashes in its decision. 

In regard to the first the Supreme 
Court declares it to be the law of the 
land that any agreement is unlawful if 
it could so operate as to restrain trade 
or commerce, 
tion whether such agreement is reason- 
able or the reverse.” . 

In answer to the second argument, the 
Supreme Court in its decision uses these 
momentous words: 

It is got material that the price of 
an article may be lowered. It is in the 
power of the combination to raise it, 
and the result in any event is unfortu- 
nate for the country by depriving it of 
the services of a large number of small 
but independent dealers who were fa- 
miliar with the business and who had 
spent their lives in it, and who sup- 
ported themselves and their families 
from the small profits realized therein. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
left ‘the lawless Trusts not a single leg 
to stand upon—not ‘an argument they 
have relied upon is left unshattered. 
And now what will the men who have 
formed these Trusts do? Will they obey 
the law, or will they defy it? Will they 
submit to the decision of “that august 
tribunal,” the Supreme Court, or will 
they try to evade it? Will they hire a 
high-priced lawyer to get the decision 
reversed, as they did the income tax de- 
cision, or will they set the common peo- 
ple the example of submission to the 
Courts? Will they become “Bryan An- 
archists”’ by questioning the infallibility 
of the Supreme Court, or will they give 
an example of that “reverence for law’”’ 
which they and their organs spent sev- 
eral months last year in urging upon the 
supporters of the Chicago platform?

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THE CANDIDATE OF THE SLUMS. 


Ziegenhein said, at Uhrig’s Cave 
Wednesday night, that he believes in 
official enforcement of the law, but not 
to the point of sending any person to 
the ‘poor-house or the work-house. 

Ziegenhein as City Collector took an 
oath to enforce the law. He was not to 
be the judge of the law or to determine 
when it should or should not be enforced. 
Yet he says he decided tht in the case 
of several hundred saloonkeepers it 
would be a hardship to enforce the pay- 
ment of the license which the law made 
it mandatory upon him to collect. 
When the State took away from Zieg- 
enhein the duty of collecting saloon li- 
censes, 700 saloons closed their doors. 
Yet under the administration of an Ex- 
cise Commissioner who enforced the law 
as he found it, $500,000 more of revenue 
from saloon licenses was turned into the 
City Treasury than Ziegenhein turned in 
in the same period of time. 

If an officer of the law concludes that 
he can suspend the law at his pleasure 
he should make. no distinctions. When 
Ziegenhein went in for beating the peo- 
ple out of the revenues to which they 
were entitled under the law, he should 
have had no favorites. He should not 
collected ‘a saloon license from 
John Smith while he allowed Tom Brown 
to run a saloon without paying a cent 
or but a part of what the law demands, 
The law makes the license uniform, and 
after Ziegenhein threw over the law and 
declared himself dictator he should at 
least have had one price for everybody. 
He should not have charged Tom the full 
$1,000, Dick $500, Harry $200, and let Jack 
off for nothing. 

Ziegenhein calls this generosity, and 
says he will get credit for_it in heaven. 
The taxpayer who groans under a bur- 
den which would be lighter if Ziegenhein 
had done his sworn duty, the idle man 
who might be at work on the streets if 
Ziegenhein had not impoverished the city 
by his failure to collect the revenues due, 
and the license-paying saloonkeeper 
driven out of business by a competitor 
who paid no license will not agree with 
him. 

Besides, what does a great city, with 
a large criminal and vicious class to deal 
with, want with a Mayor who declares 
he will enforce no law that will oan a 
man to the Work+house?

Miler and Luse, two California cattle 
kings, own land covering an efa Of 22,717% 
Square miles, and aggregating 14,594,200 
acres. Just think of it! Two individuals who 
own and control as great an area of land as 
is embraced in the States of New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut combined; and, that, too, in the 
finest fruit region in the world. 

This is but one among the many large 
holdings of land in the United States. The 
average fruit farm on the Pacific coast is 
twenty acres, but suppose we divide the 
enormous possession of these two million- 
aire cattle kings into forty-acre tracts. It 
would give 112,500 farms, supporting 562,500 
people. Yet 52 per cent of all the people of 
the United States are tenants, while the 
homeless aré becoming as thick as tomb- 
stones In the valley of death, 270,000 home- 
less mortals being crowded into one mile of 
the miserable tenement districts of New 
York Clty. 

And yet some of our modern statesmen 
have the effrontery to tell us that the ques- 
tion of land-monopoly is not an issue, while 
the land grabbers are perfecting plans for 
the repeal'of our present homestead law. 
With fully 60,000,000 acres, of our choicest 
lands already owned by aliens, and thou- 
sands of acres moresannually passing inio 
the hands of loan companies, through pro- 
cess of mortgage foreclosure, the time is not 
far distant, under the existing system, when 
the American farmer must become a ten- 
ant or get off the earth. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
The close division of the court—five to 
four, with Justices Field, Gray, Shiras and 
White dissenting—indicates that the judg- 
ment was looked upon as most important 
and far-reaching.

SIEGFRIED. 


Jean De Reszke, in years at least, past 
life's meridian, at the zenith of his artistic 
fame, has essayed the role of Siegfried, the 
comely young hero of the “Niebelungen 
Ring.”” Wagner’s music drama was given 
at Music Hall last night before quite a large 
audience. It was in great part the same 
audience that applauded Calve’s Marguerite 
and Carmen, but they were all ardent Wag- 
nerites for the nonce, judging from their 
enthusiasm and the sacrificial spirit in 
which they endured the four hours’ produc- 
tion. 


They carried away’ varied impressions, 
Some look back to Jean de Resske’s per- 
formance as a Siegfried for remem- 
brance. And so it was in its 
picturesque aspects. Despite his 5 
years, De Reszke was the ideal light-heart- 
ed boy of the forest. He moved with the 
v.vacity of youth, his limbs bespoke vigor, 
his laugh rang bell-like in the cave of the 
dwarf and the forest, he bubbled over with 
mirth in teasing the uncouth Mime, his 
forging of the sword was full of life and 
color. It was an ideal Siegfried te the eye. 
Add to this the magic of a name and what 
wonder that many went away in the belief 
that they had seen the greatest Siegfried. 

It is a hard thing to fly im the face of 
popular delusions. Jean De Reszke is the 
greatest tenor on earth. The press agents 
and the musical critics have reiterated it 
until it has been accepted as an axiom. In 
the lyric roles he has no compeer. Forget- 
ting his Monday night's rendition of Faust, 
let us concede so much. But out of re 
spect to the memory of Kraus and Alvary 
let us draw the line at his supremacy as 
Siegfried. Dramatically he is unsurpassed. 
He rises above his predecessors in clarity 
of enunciation, smoothness of phrasing and 
truthful intonation. But the voice—Sieg- 
fried’s voice, the rude, loud blare of the 
iron-throated forest boy—that is what we 
missed in Jean De Reszke's interpretation. 
His “sword song’’ was like a whisper to 
the ringing notes of Kraus or Alvary. And 
that is another impression. 


Are De Reszke’s golden tones gone? We 
noted his evasion of the upper register Mon- 
day night, his preference for “sforza” to 
“forte.” He couldn't dodge the high notes 
in the Wagnerian score, but he touched 
them lightly. His declamatory tones lacked 
timbre and were unconvincing. There was 
hardly an echo of the well-remembered 
voice until the love duet with Brunhilde. 
Then the melodious passages were given 
with some of the old quality.

DECLINES TO INTERFERE IN THE 
CHICAGO CAMPAIGN. 


REPUBLICANS IN A_ PANIC. 


Cart Load of Candidates for Mayor, 
With Betting Two to One on 
Carter Harrison. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 2%.—The Republican 
leaders are panic-stricken over the outlook 
in the mayoralty campaign and have ap- 
pealed to President McKinley to inierfere. 
The appeal was made by T. N. Jamieson, 
Illinois National Committeeman. who had 
a talk with Mr. McKinley in Washington 
and informied him that the si.ver men were 
behind Carter Harrison io a man. Harri- 
son, he declared, would be elected and a 
great victory claimed for Bryanism if the 
President did not step in. Mr. McKinley 
is asked to call off J. M. Harlan, the Inde- 
pendent Republican, and placate Hesing by 
an appointment as a recognition of gold 
Democracy. The betting is almost 2 to l 
on Harrison with all the candidates in the 
field. 

But the influence of the Nationa] Adminis- 
tration will not be brought to bear in any 
public manner upon the campaign, although 
President McKinley has been impcrtuned 
by Republican leaders to make a speech in 
Chicago before the election or to write a 
letter indorsing the Republican candidates. 
In the matter of candidates the cam- 
paign is one of the most remarkable on 
record. The Republican nominee for Mayor 
is Judge Sears of the circuit bench, who 
owes h's prominence entirely to the ma-

chine leaders. The choice of the free silver 
Democrats and Populists is Carter H. H-er- 
rison, son and namesake of Chicago’s mur- 
dered Mayor. The gold Democrats have no 
nominee, but there is an independent Re- 
publican cam@lidate in the person of Alder- 
man John N. Harlan, son of Justice Har an 
of the Supreme Court, and an independent 
Democratic candidate in the person of Post- 
master Washing.on Hesing, whose whis- 
kers alone have made him nationally fa- 
mous. Harlan’s campaign is directed en- 
tirely against the boodlers. who have over- 
wheliming control of the City Council, and 
ignores all other issues. Harrison is agai st 
the continuance of civil service and in favor 
of wide-open saloons, gamb.irg houses and 

oolrooms; or, as he himseif puts it, “‘in 
avor of throwing Chicago wide open.”’ 
Postmaster Hesing is also opposed to oner- 
ous restrictions on the s ons. 

The Republicans have eadeavored to in- 
ject the tariff and gold standard issues into 
the campaign, and members of Congress 
have been brought on here from Washing- 
ton to urge the election of Judge Sears, on 
the ground that his defeat in a city which 
gave so overwhelming a Republican major- 
ity last November would méan the repudia- 
tion of the Dingley tariff bill, and incident- 
ally indicate that Chicago had gone back 
on her stand for “sound money.” These 
arguments, however, have had but little 
weight, and the announcement that Presi- 
dent McKinley will neither come here to 
speak during the campaign nor write a 


letter of indorsement, is regarded as an in- 


dication that the chief executive takes no 
stock in the effort to give a national sig- 
nificance to a local election, especially wren 
that significance affects his own adminis- 
tration.

MUTILATED COINS. 


The New Law on the Subject Is Very 
Stringent. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—Letters 
by the bushel have been pouring in on the 
Treasury Department, asking for informa- 
tion concerning the new law in relation to 
the passing of mutilated coin; although 
those seeking the information might, in a 
majority of cases, have secured it from the 
United States District Attorneys or Secret 
Service officers of their respective locali- 
ties. In brief it may be explained that the 
law is in the main an extension of that 
against counterfeiting. It provides that the 
passing of mutilated or defaced coins, or the 
mutilation and defacement of coin for any 

urpose, shall be held to be a criminal of- 

ense, punishable by imprisonment for a 
eriod of one to five years and a fine of 
100 to $2,000. Under this law the practices 
of presenting ladies with coins of gold or 


silver, with the initials of the donor en- 
graved thereon, to be worn as bangles, will 
be a criminal offense. The law also drives 
out of existence a number of people who 
have made a good living by purchasing ma- 
tilated coins at a reduction from their face 
vaiue and plugging up the holes so skillfully 
that the original mutilation could not be 
discovered. Even this kind of tampering 
with the money of the Government will be 
regarded as an offense under the statute,

THE FAIR GROUNDS TO BE SOLD 
IF THE BREEDERS’ BILL FAILS. 


GAMBLERS ARE FIGHTING IT.

They Claim It Is Unconstitutional 
and Urge the Governor 
to Veto It. 


- -—- 


The bookmakers and gamblers are making 
a bitter fight to have the ‘Breeders’ bill,” 
as it is called, vetoed by Gov. Stephens. 
They are circulating petitions all over town, 
getting signers, asking the Governor to re- 
fuse his sanction to the bill. 

They assert that the measure is unconstli- 
tutional; is drawn in the interest of a few, 
and calculated to injure racing in this Stale 
generally. 

The local bookmakers who are operating 
pool rooms have formed a combination to 
‘which each one has contributed a certain 
“amount of money for the purpose of hiring 
lawyers to fight the bill in the courts in the 
event Gov. Stephens does sign it and it be- 
comes a law. 

The bill provides that no track shall have 
races for more than ninety days during the 


rear. It prohibits night racing and so de- 
nes legitimate tracks as to bar out the 
merry-go-rounds entirely. 


Bookmaking is prohibited, except on 
legitimate tracks, as defined, during the 
actual! time the races are being run. Pach 


bookmaker must pay a State license of $4 a 
day for the privilege of making books on 
the recognized tracks. 

The only track in the State at present 
that conforms with the regulation is the 
Fair Grounds track, so that the bill prac- 
lically limits the gambling to ninety days 
at the Fair Grounds. 

The gamblers claim that this measure is 
as unconstitutional as the one recently 
‘knocked out by the Supreme Court on the 
ground that it made laws to permit certain 


things on one side of an enclosure and not 


on the other. 

They assert that if the Legislature recog- 
nizes one set of gamblers, it must recog- 
nize all alike. 

Gov. Stephens has only a day or two 
more in which to decide what he will do 
in the matter, and in the meantime the 
opposition is very active, while the support 
is passive. 

President L. M. Rumsey of the Fair As- 
sociation when seen in regard to the bred- 
ers’ bill now in the hands of the Governor 


said: 

“The bill has passed the Assembly and 
awaits the Governor's signature. It was 
drawn up by the breeders of Missouri! in 
the interest of stock and horse breeding in 
the State. and every possible care was taken 
o have it drawn up as accurately and legal- 
y as possible. 

“If the Governor signs the bill it will 
wipe out all these miscellaneous gambling 
houses about the city. If the Governor does 
not sign it it will simply wipe out the Fair 
Grounds. 

“If the people do not want the Fair 
Grounds any longer let them do without it 
The grounds can be cut up into building Jots 
and sold, 

“There was a great deal of taik about 
all this legislation being in the interest of 
the Fair Association, and it undoubtedly 
is, but there {s not a single stockholder or 
d'rector in the Association who has ever 
made a dollar out of his investment in the 
Fair Association. We have all put our 
moony in there and never made a dolar out 
of ‘tt. 

“In fact, there are stockholders in the As- 
sociation who are opposed to the further 
maintenance of the Fair Grounds and the 
race track. Thepy have, since the reorgani- 
zation, been disposed to try to get thefr 
money out it in some way. 

“The only people who have ever carried 
any money away from the Fair Grounds 
have been the gamblers and bookmakers. 
The Fair Association has never made a cent 
that was not immediately reinvested in 
improveenent for the benefit of the city and 
the State. 

“Take the State of Tllinols for example. 
It has appropriated $250,000 for fair pur- 
oses and makes a big annual appropria- 
fon for ‘t every year. You never heard 
of the St. Louis Fair Association getting 
anvthing of that kind.” 

The breeders are supposed to know what 
is to the best interest of breeding in St. 
Louis, and have drawn the bill accordingly. 

“The city of St. Louis has, because of the 
Fair Association, became a central distrib- 
uting point for agricultural machinery and 
supplies and live stock of high grade. 

“Every fall the manufacturers, agents 
and buyers meet here and make their plans 
el the year. By this means St. Louis has 

ome a central distributing point for a 
large area of country. | 

“If the people are dissatisfied with the 
arrangement, they can change it if they 
want to, but I do not see how we can con- 
tinue the Fair Grounds if this law does

Lawyers gener- 
ally are of the ,opinion that the bill, if 
signed by the Governor, will not hold, giv- 
ne as their reason that it is class legis- 

tion.”’ 


“The bill cannot hold good as a law,” 
said Sam Adler, one of the proprietors of 
the South Side poolroom gnd face track, 
both of which would be ciosed up if the 
courts sustained the new bill.

Desperate Fighting Between Spaniards 
and Cubans in the Town of Pare- 
des and Fort Fiel.

NEW YORK, March 26.—The Sun has 
the following cablegram from Havana: 

Stirring details have been received of the 
attack made a few days ago by the insur- 
gents on the town of Paredes.in the juris- 
diction of Sancti Spiritus. A Spaniard 
who witnessed the engagement says that 
the insurgents surrounded the Casarego 
fort, rushed up close to its walls, thrust 
their rifles through the part-holes and 
fired repeatedly. upon the garrison inside. 
It was a hand-to-hand fight, both parties 


of their fces. Nearly all the wounds in- 
flicted were mortal. 
The Spanish, although their commander, 


Capt. Huertas, was wounded and disabled, 
did not yield, because they were protected 


by the fire of the neighboring Fort 
Fiel. On observing’ this the insur- 
gents attacked Fort Fiel with the same 


reckless courage and after a hot struggle 
succeeded in breaking down a door. Then 
they entered and killed all the garrison 
except one soldier, whom they took pris- 
oner. After that they entered the town, 
burnt many houses and ransacked several 
stores. The losses on both sides were 
heavy, and both showed the greatest cour- 
age, though the position of the Spaniards 
was more advantageous, as they fought 
inside the forts.

NOW UNDER CONSIDERATION. 


Marquis of Salisbury’s Interview at 
Paris With the French Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 2.—The Am- 
baseadors of the powers have held a meet- 
ing to consider a dispatch from the fore'gn 
Admirals in Cretan waters, saying that it 
is daily becoming more evident that a con- 
tinuance of Turkish authority in Crete is 


impossible and recommending that a Euro- 


pean Governor-General be appointed and 
that the Turkish troops be withdrawn. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 2#.—The mem. 
bers of the diplomatic corps here now great- 
ly apprehend serious complications in Mace- 


donia, which will jeopardize the heace of | 


Europe. Although recozniz!ng that the chief 
danger lies in that direction, the proposal 
of Great Britain to establish a neutral! 
zone on the Greek frontier is regarded as 
inefficacious and impracticable. It ‘s urged 
here that it would be preferable to acceler- 
ate the pacification of Crete by immediately 
blockading the coast of Greece, and thus 
nip in the bud the development of compli- 
cations in Macedonia. 


CANEA, Island of Crete, March 26.—The 
fighting between the Christians and the 
Turks continued until midnight. During the 
evening the insurgents burned the Mussul- 
man dwellings and property of Perivolia 
and this morning they burned and aban- 
doned the fort at Koratid!}. 

Skirmishing is now proceeding about the 
village of Tsikalaria, outside of Suda. 

The insurgents are estimated to have lost 
200 men in the fighting around Malaxa.
